Development 
of the Polaris missile, which has 
a range of at least 1,500 miles, 
eventually will be extended, and 
the submarine missile vessel pro- 
vides complete mobility and tre- 
mendous striking power. There is 
no need to depend so greatly on 
the larger ballistic weapons. 


So it is that navies of the world 
will gain in stature. Navy men, 
not too long ago saddened by what 
seemed an inevitable decline, now 
have new spirit and vision of cre- 
ating a mighty system of sea 
power which will protect and 
serve the nation’s security. ,.New 
inventions in sonar detection and 
antisubmarine missiles are also 
important assets of a new Navy 
in the making. The launching ship 
may be thousands of yards away 
and yet fire with accuracy. 


Newness of the Navy is not all 
in ships and design. The person- 
nel is changing. The demand is 
for specialists and skills. An in- 
creasing number of officers have 
masters’ degrees. 


There is no longer a place for 
@ man who isn’t really a first- 
rate performer. 


Strongest Asset 


Sea power has been, and re- 
mains, the strongest asset of 
NATO, the organization of coun- 
tries formed 11 years ago as a free 
world defense against the Soviet 
military threat in the perilous 
days when Czechoslovakia had 
been seized and Berlin was being 
blockaded. It is well organized. 
Admiral Burke has instilled some 
of his own supply of energy and 
enthusiasm in all his NATO naval 
associates. He has encouraged 
the organization of specialized 
small navies; Countries which can- 
not afford and maintain large 
fleets are making substantial con- 
tributions in mine sweeping and 
other related tasks. 


The French navy is rated as 
excellent, though not numerical- 
ly large enough to do a whole job. 
It is the U.S. Sixth Fleet which 
still packs the big punch. Without 
question, it has served as a de 
terrent to Soviet probing in Eu- 
rope. 

The world’s great fleets are 
those of the United States and 
Russia. The Soviets took a num- 
ber of German submarine spe- 
cialists to Russia after World War 
II ended. They made a thorough 
study of needs and new designs. 
There was no building for about 
three years. But once started, 
Russians came fast and soon had 
the- world’s largest submarine 
fleet. 


Atomic Power 


They are estimated to have be- 
tween 250 and 500 submarines. 
They were at the peak of their 
building when the United States 
began its gratifyingly successful 
atomic-powered submarine pro- 
gram. The Soviets now are en- 
gaged in planning production of 
their own, but do not yet have 
their first one in operation.

Even so, there was more presi- 
dential unity among Republicans 
attending this 52nd annual Gov- 
ernors’ Conference than among 
their Democratic opposites. 


A pro-Kennedy governor jolted 
this otherwise placid Sunday on 
the shores of Many Glacier Lake 
by accusing Senate Democratic 
leader Johnson of using his con- 
gressional power to win 1960 pres- 
idential delegates for himself. A 
Johnson backer promptly de- 
nounced the charge as a “pure 
political fabrication.” 


DEMOCRATS MANEUVER 


While the Republicans were lin- 
ing up like park rangers behind 
Nixon, Democrats in the Kennedy 
and Johnson camps were maneu- 
vering like mountain goats on the 
peaks above the conference head- 
quarters. 


The effect was to add excite- 
ment, if not luster, to the gov- 
ernors’ annual pow-wow.

But the Western plan must be 
put before the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization’s council in 
Paris for approval before it can 
be handed to the five-nation So- 
viet bloc at the deadlocked Ge- 
neva talks. 


It was learned authoritatively 
that not before Friday, if then, 
would Russia get the details.

A House-Senate conference com- 
mittee began deliberations Satur- 
day to compose their differences 
over the carrier proposal along 
with other items in the appropria- 
tions measure for the next fiscal 
year beginning July 1.

“The association has always sup- 
ported programs of this type for 
the indigent and the medically 
indigent,’’ Dr. Hatcher said. 


He pointed out that the associa- 
tion initiated a program for health 
care of the indigent in Georgia 
which was adopted by the General 
Assembly in 1957 but as yet funds 
have.not been appropriated for 
the program.

The edible fungi grow in beds 
of limestone dust, straw and ma- 
nure. 


He learned the fine art of mush- 
room growing from a friend in 
Hungary. 


During the abortive Hungarian 
revolt in the fall of 1956, Koros 
smuggled supplies to a_ rebel 
stronghold near his native town, 
Pecs. 


In January, 1957, Koros, his 
wife, Katherine and his sister, 
Edith took refuge in Yugoslavia. 


Ten months later they were set- 
tled in Atlanta. 


“We arrived in this country 
with just three suitcases,”” he 
reminisced. ‘“‘Now we have a Car, 
a pick-up truck, a nice home and 
a television set. 


“Each day we thank God for 
letting us come to this country,” 


Last fall, after trying his hand 
at various jobs, he decided to em- 
bark upon his mushroom growing 
venture. 


In two weeks his first crop will 
be ready to market. 


While the tanned, powerful Hun- 
garian labors over his plants, 
wife Katherine works at her 
dress-making shop at their home, 
2819 Cheshire Bridge Rd., NE. 


Edith fills in where she is need- 
ed most. 


To a man who has survived two 
dictatorships, Nazi and Commu- 
nist, there are many things about 
the United States which are hard 
to understand. 


“It was a mistake to let Khrush- 
chev come to the United States 
last fall,” Koros said. “It just 
gave the Soviets free propaganda 
to spread to the uncommitted peo- 
ples of the world.” 


He believes that a policy of 
peaceful co-existence can only 
build Communist prestige. 


“The Communists only under- 
stand force,”” he said. 


Koros suggested that those peo- 
ple sympathetic with the Soviet 
system should live behind the Iron 
Curtain for a few years. 


He said it would take only a 
few pay checks from the ‘“‘state”’ 
to make one realize the advan- 
tages of the capitalistic system. 


With his ‘‘state’’ servitude be- 
hind him, Koros sees only a 
bright future before him. 


He is hoping for bigger and bet- 
ter mushrooms.

Trip to Woodshed 


Now the State Law Department has 
told the story of E. Thurston Brown, not 
a 5 percenter or a 10 percenter, but a 
25 percenter under Marvin Griffin’s 
administration of the public purse. 

It is an incredible story. 

Of $347,524 worth of metal buildings 
bought from a Tennessee distributor dur- 
ing one year of Griffin’s governorship, 
the report says $82,657 was kicked back 
to Mr. Brown, described as a “self-styled 
friend of Gov.

In detailing Mr. Brown's activities as 
a fixer, the report tells again the familiar 
story of rigged bids, of specifications 
drawn to fit the favored product, of tax 
money squandered on building materials 
that rusted in disuse, always with a cash 
split filling the pocket of a state house 
operator. 

Did somebody share the $82,657 
with Mr. Brown? Mr. Brown declined to 
answer on grounds the answer might 
tend to incriminate him. 

Did a half million dollars ear- 
marked for Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital go there? No, the report says, it 
went into another project where Mr. 
Brown would get prospective commis- 
sions. 

Did the Atlanta newspapers discom- 
mode Mr. Brown while he was at it? 
“Various things that were about ready 
to be completed were necessarily stopped 
because of the publicity,” Mr. Brown 
wrote the Tennessee distributor in 1958. 
“However, I feel sure now that within 
the next two weeks we will once again 
be rolling along and doing big business. 
es I plan to sue the Atlanta news- 
papers for one million dollars.” 


Will Georgians ever again permit 
such “rolling along’ with their tax 
money? 


The report says Gov. Griffin never 
did pay $2,200 he personally owed the 
Tennessee distributor for a metal cow- 
shed. But if Georgia voters ever again 
get a chance to pay off, they owe him 
a trip to the woodshed.

Foreign Policy Debate 
Not a Sign of Disunity 


Both parties and all candidates should 
be able to agree with something Adlai 
Stevenson said last week. 

He said Russia’s Nikita. Krushchev 
must be kept out of the presidential cam- 
paign. He said he did not know whether 
Khrushchev wanted to help Republicans 
or to help Democrats. ‘“‘What I do know,” 
he said, “is that Khrushchev’s aim is 
American weakness and disunity.” 

This does not mean, and Stevenson 
is not saying, that there should be no de- 
bate over foreign policy. Debate and the 
divergent views that bring about that de- 
bate are not signs of weakness and will 
not cause disunity. 

Presidential campaigns have been 
waged in the past, many times, when 
“foreign affairs’ were important to vot- 
ers. The last two campaigns are exam- 
ples. We have had, in this century, two 
campaigns while the country was at war, 
after all. “Foreign affairs” were im- 
portant to the voters in 1916, too, and on 
several occasions in the preceding century. 

A debate over foreign policy is not a 
new departure. Republicans who charge 
disloyalty when such an issue is men- 
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tioned do no one a service: Discussing 
foreign policy, criticizing it, will not be 
setting a precedent. Rather, not discussing 
it when it is relevant would be the prece- 
dent.

Tree Chemicals Have 


Potential as Bonanza 


Georgia and her sister states in the 
Southeast where quick-growing pines are 
so great an asset should not fail to give 
ear to the news from the chemical indus- 
try. 

The nation’s forests already are be- 
coming valuable sources of chemicals. 
Chemists foresee a time, not too far off, 
when the chemical value will be greater 
than that of today’s dominant products 
such as wood pulp, plywood and lumber. 

Unlocking the secrets of chemicals 
contained in trees is a slow process and 
one far from complete. But the. break- 
through draws closer. . 

Wood fibers, which makes up such 
products as wood pulp, represent less than 
half a tree’s bulk. The rest is waste under 
today’s methods. Most of the chemicals 
come from a small portion of the other 
half of a tree. A major source is lignin, 
the glue which nature produces to hold 
the cellulose fibers together. Years of re- 
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are quoted as saying that big discoveries 
are ahead. 

Less than half the chemical potential 
is being used, yet sales of wood-based 
chemicals already are nearing $75,000,000 
per year. 

The Southeastern states will do well 
to look to their forests and, if necessary, 
to adopt legislation covering cutting and 
reforesting. Our populations grow. The 
future of Georgia, for example, is closely 
tied to its pines. We are rich, and can be 
richer, in trees. We should not neglect 
them.

Constitution Business Editor Jim 
Montgomery’s mail is showing that there 
is a great demand here for downtown 
apartments. 

That and the announcement that an 
apartment building is to be built at Luckie 
and Forsyth streets, smack in the middle 
of town, is an encouraging sign. It means 
that there is a new interest and a new 
vitality in our downtown. 

Apartment construction has been 
booming all around Atlanta. A familiar 
sequence in neighborhoods like West End 
or Morningside is the old home that first 
becomes a boarding house, then, in turn, 
is torn down for the construction of mod- 
ern new apartments. 

As the apartments move into and 
around the downtown core, Atlantans see 
proof again that a city of a million can 
never stand still.

Tobacco Growers Look 


To Science for Answer 


Farmers’ problems grow like weeds. 
Chop one down and in no time at all there 
are more to take its place. 

The latest dilemma concerns tobacco. 
The use of certain chemicals to control 
suckers on plants has been protested by 
major tobacco companies. They claim 
quality is impaired. 

Also there is discussion of possible re- 
duction of support prices on tobacco 
treated with the chemicals along with the 
possibility of less demand on domestic 
and import markets. 

Meanwhile, experiments are being ex- 
tended to reduce the undesirable effects 
of the chemicals in question. 

We hope they prove successful. Suck- 
ering tobacco by hand is long and tedious 
work. A full-scale return to that method 
would be all but impossible in view of the 
costs involved and scarcity of farm labor. 

So here’s another task for researchers 
and scientists. Their assignments also 
grow like weeds.

The South’s. rate of economic gain in 
the postwar period has exceeded the na- 
tional average in all but four fields, says 
the Atlanta field office of the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce. 

In business activity ranging from 
farming to manufacturing, the 16-state 
region surged ahead of the average ex- 
cept in retail trade employment, service 
trade receipts, service trade payrolls and 
airline passenger traffic. 

And in Georgia the postwar years have 
brought a doubling or trebling in many 
lines.

Good Leader Puts 


Service Over Self 


Every mother wants her son to grow up to 
be president and every ward-heeler apparent- 
ly aspires to the privilege of living in the White 


House. The opportunity for every man, whatever his background, to 
claim the presidency is a hallowed concept in our American tra- 
dition. One thing is certain: We have seldom lacked men who con- 
sider themselves to be eminently qualified for the presidency or 
who have been persuaded by their friends that they are qualified. 


I do not criticize a man who 
offers himself for our highest 
office. A democracy needs 
many such men and it would be 
tragic if no men were either 
anxious or willing to serve as 
our executive head. 

We elect our presidents for a 
variety of reasons. Some of 
these reasons are good and 
some are tragically bad. For in- 
stance, we often nominate and 
elect men because of their party 
labels. We forget the importance 
of the man himself, his mind, 
his heart and his skills. We for- 
get that the man very often 
becomes the shaper and the in- 
spiration of the party. 

We also judge a candidate ac- 
cording to ways he has prom- 
ised to repay the loyalty of cer- 
tain pressure or sectional 
groups. 

Or we vote for such super- 
ficial reasons as the way a man 
speaks, or the tilt of his head, 
or his capacity to shake more 
hands, or because his wife and 
family are especially appealing. 
When we think of the reasons 
we vote we can only wonder 
that this nation has had so 
many excellent presidents! 

Whatever may be the reasons 
for voting for a particular in- 
dividual, I think we ought to re- 
member other equally signifi- 
cant reasons. First, a man who 
aspires to the presidency should 


be an individual who puts serv- 
ice above self. No great presi- 
dent has been a self-seeker. The 
normal ambition of a healthy- 
minded man should be subordi- 
nated to a willingness to give 
himself and not to count the 
cost. 


Second, a candidate should be 
evaluated by his genuine desire, 
judged as best we may, to serve 
all of the people and not mere- 
ly those to whom he is beholden 
for his nomination or election. 
He must serve people who live in 
all of the farthest reaches of 
our nation, people of whatever 
race or creed, people of all eco- 
nomic stations, and people of all 
parties. 


Third, a candidate’s political 
philosophy should be subjected 
to a dominating spiritual atti- 
tude in which divine claims are 
made on him by his reverence 
for the Eternal and his recogni- 
tion that he is responsible to 
God for his stewardship in the 
high councils of the state. 

I do not mean to suggest that 
these are impossible require- 
ments to make of those who 
wish to become residents of the 
White House. I wish only to re- 
call that these things have char- 
acterized our best presidents 
and, thank God, we have been 
served by many good and 
great men.

NEW YO ORK—Except for the fact that each was 
an Outstanding Dodger pitcher, there would seem to be 
little that Carl Erskine and Preacher Roe would have 
in common. Erskine was the polished and aristocratic 
gentleman from Indiana, The Preach was a hillbilly 
from Arkansas, one who pretended to be much more 
of an unlettered yokel than he really was. But the 
bond between them was close and Carl’s affectionate 
admiration for his old team-mate still borders on un- 
ashamed hero-worship. 


Erskine, now a smooth-talking and bustling young business ex- 


ecutive, dropped by for a hello the other day and he seemed a mite 
troubled. 


“It’s Preach,” he said. ‘“‘When I last saw him he was the suc- 

come owner of a 8 ex egg and was active in Little League 

sa “ees affairs.

“*You were the only one who tol’ 
me not to do it,’ he said to me in that 
charming drawl! of his.

“But before I tell you how that 
came to pass, let me backtrack. I 
joined the Dodgers from Fort 
Worth in July of 1948. The Preach 
fascinated me. He was a character 
with a homespun philosophy and 
with an approach toward pitching 
that had depth and knowledge and 
everything else. He took me under 
his wing and I learned everything I 

knew from listening to him or watching him work or both. 
Frankly, I idolized him. 

“We both liked to fish. Often during the season we'd sit in the 

dugout and talk fishing. Then I often visited him in the off-season 


and we'd sit in a boat on the Spring River in Arkansas and talk 
pitching.

“The Preach was a master of his craft. Roy Campanella said 
he was the greatest pitcher he ever caught. He was a smart con- 
trol pitcher with a phenomenal sense of timing and a matchless 

: skill in adding to his deception 
by whatever psychological weap- 
on he could use. He kept dispar- 
aging his fast ball—his ‘burner,’ 
he called it—and pretended that 
it wasn’t strong enough to black 
a batter’s eye. But his payoff 
pitch over the years was his fast 
ball. That was his money pitch, 
his strikeout pitch. 

**I don’t know when he start- 
ed to fool around with the spit- 
ter. Despite his confession that 
he used it for the seven years 
he was with the Dodgers, I doubt 
it. He let the word leak out that 
he was using a spitter, mainly 
as part of his psychological war- 
fare against the rest of the league. Lew Burdette has done the 
same. Burdette is only a pup out of Roe. It helped Preach worry 
the batters to death. 

“The year after Preach retired, he visited the team on our first 
trip to St. Louis..He was a delight—as always. A gang of us sat 
about talking and then Preach told us he could pick up $2,000 by 
admitting in print that he’d used the illegal spitball. Everyone said: 
Why not? I said nothing. They felt that everyone in the league 
knew the spitter was an inconsequential part of his repertoire. 
What made him a big winner was his skill and craftsmanship and 
mastery of the pitching art. 

“But my feelings were deeper. I guess I just had too much 

respect for him and this did not fit into the picture of the Roe 
I knew. To me this could taint his whole career. Yet I didn’t 
feel entitled to interfere. But he cornered me when we got 
outside. 

““*You didn’t say nuthin’, ol’ 
think?’ 

“ ‘Preach,’ I said, speaking slowly and reluctantly, ‘I know 
you'll do what you want to do and what’s right. But I don’t think 
such. an admission will do you any good and will detract from your 
career.’

“Baseball history is odd and cruel. Tony Lazzeri, a great ball 
player, is remembered’ only as the man who struck out with the 
bases full in the 1926 World Series.

“Was there ever a better 
pitcher than the Preach in 1951?

One more 
victory and he’d have had a 
percentage record that might 
never be broken. The irony is 
that he had it—except that Bob 
Addis of the Braves was called 
safe at home by Frank Dascoli 
after caroming off Campy’s shin- 
guards. That was the time the 
Dodgers kicked in the door of the umpire’s room in protest. So he 
finished with a mark of 22 and 3—and the Dodgers lost the playoff 
to the Giants. 

‘I’m convinced that the spitter was more psychological than 
anything else. I still can see Red Schoendienst at the plate, eyes 
glued on Preach even while dusting off his hands with dirt. 
While he watched for the spitter, Preach teased him into a 
strikeout with a big, slow curve. 

“I’ve always regretted that Preach made that confession. So 
does he.”’

SECRETS .OF WINNING Ar GOLF 


‘WARM-UP’ HELPS 
ON EARLY HOLES 


NO. 9 OF A SERIES 


Few golfers appreciate the importance of the right type of 
“warm-up” or utilize its inherent advantages. 


— —_ 


= 


By warming up you can prepare yourself to capitalize on the 
early holes which are so important for winning the match. 


There are few sports where a player will begin play without 
‘“‘warming up.” Yet, time and time again, we see a golfer walk 
up to the first tee and hit his drive with no warming up 
whatsoever. 


These same people will often be business or professional men 
who generally are physically inactive and need warming up to the 
greatest —r Yet, if that persons hits a poor shot he may say, 
“Not my day,” and talk himself out of a good round. 


Muscles Work Better 


You can appreciate the importance of the warm-up when you 
think of your early morning games vs. your afternoon ones. See if 
you don’t remember how much easier it was to “get going’’ in the 
afternoon when your muscles had been used to some degree. When 
limbered up a muscle is estimated to be 20 per cent more efficient. 
Warm up before that afternoon game and you'll gain just about the 
same difference in the winning direction. 


A good rule to use is to allow more time for practice and warm- 
up, the earlier it is. Of this time 50 per cent is for putting and 
approaching gnd 50 per cent for the other shots even if they are 
only swung. 


The most important points in warming up are: 


MUSCLE STRETCHING: This can be practiced by overswing- 
ing the clubs much as a baseball player will swing a bat or two 
bats before he steps up to the plate. Regular exercises such as deep 
kneebends, etc., are excellent here. 


Imitate Strokes 


STROKE GROOVING: This is a matter of swinging in the cof- 
rect arc or putting the ball in the desired stroking plane and can be 
practiced by imitation of the desired strokes. 


BALL CONTACT: This is rather simple to execute in practice 
on or around the putting green. But unless a player has a good 
deal of time, iron and wood shots pose a difficulty. 


As a result, handle “ball contact” for putting and approaching 
first. Then take out three old balls and literally hit them away in 
a safe direction. One with an iron, usually a five and the other two 
with the driver or club you will use for your drive on the first tee. 


You will be surprised how that slight amount of ball contact 
will set you up for a well hit tee shot. 


With a good warm-up you have a distinct advantage over 
opponents. who do not carry this out. On the all-important early 
holes you are prepared to start taking a lead as your adversary 
warms up in play on the course.

It has been a long time in At- 
lanta since a mob of shouting 
hoodlums marched upon the 
home of Governor John Slaton, 
threatening his life for his clem- 
ency to Leo Frank, and it is a 
chapter well forgotten. 


But the Atlanta police see the 
pictures of lean, hungry Japa- 
nese studenis shrilling their de- 
fiance of Kishi and America, the 
dark faces of Koreans storming 
the palace of Syngman Rhee, 
the sullen desperation of the 
marchers in Ghana, the Castro 
Cubans yelling for the firing 
squads, and they never forget 
that these explosions may occur 
in any city, given the leadership 
and the spark to ignite them to 
emotional orgy. 


The recently diverted march 
on the Capitol by Negro college 
students was not a mob because 
it was thoughtfully planned and 
logically led.

Hartford 15, Connecticut 
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Pair Killed 
As Cruiser 
Hits Cable 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 40- 
foot cabin cruiser with 11 aboard 
smashed into a connecting cable 
at dawn Sunday, ending a week- 
end fishing trip with death for 
two. The others, including seven 
children, were saved. 


The cable, two inches thick, 
connected a tug and derrick 
barge, about two miles outside 
Los Angeles Harbor. As the craft 
ran between the tug and the 
barge, the cable sheared off the 
cruiser’s deckhouse and bridge. 


The cable also swept overboard 
Gratton Sterlin Harman, 37, a 
Long Beach longshoreman, and 
his wife, Bertha Jean, 37. Both 
drowned as the cruiser swung 
crazily around in circles, repeat- 
edly smashing into the barge. 


Meanwhile, Dr. James 5S. Bur- 
rell, 37, owner of the cruiser 
Alice, crawled through debris to 
the engine room to tear out the 
battery cables and stop the en- 
gines. 


Another passenger, Riley Ware, 
16, was hurled overboard in the 
collision but was saved by two 
nearby fishermen, who also took 
aboard the survivors from the Al- 
ice and brought them ashore.

CLEVELAND (#—The steel industry, hurt by a 
lack of orders, will keep mills shut beyond the normal 
July 4th holiday, Steel magazine said Sunday. 


“Since orders for steel are still 
trailing shipments,’’ the metal- 
working weekly said, ‘producers 
won't be in a hurry to resume 
melting operations—even on a 
limited scale.” 


Normally, open hearths 
tapped Sunday for a long holiday 
weekend and not recharged until 
Tuesday. Four of 21 work tricks 
are lost, or about 20 per cent of 
the week’s output. 

Said Steel: 

“Some steelmakers will keep 
furnaces idle through July 10; 
others (including Atlantic Steel in 
Atlanta) won resume production 
until midmonth. Mills down for 
vacations and repairs will stay 
down.” 


Production will hit bottom next 
week, the magazine predicted. The 
ingot rate, which was 61 per cent 
of capacity last week, is expected 
to drop to 50 per cent or lower dur- 
ing the first week in July.

Old Brady Photos Dusted Off

Nearly every amateur 
student of the Civil War 
—and who isn’t, these 
days?—has asked him- 
self these questions: 


“What did the people 
look like who fought this 
war?” 

“What kind of clothes 
did they wear? What 
kind of arms did they 
carry? What kind of 
camps did they make?” 

Many descriptions can 
be found in the history 
books, but in this case as 
in others, one picture is 
worth 10,000 words. 

That being true, WAGA-TV is 
going to give summer viewers 
the value of millions upon mil- 
lions of words when it presents 
“The American Civil War’’— a 
13-week series starting Sunday, 
July 3, at the prime viewing 
time of 10 to 10:30, and getting 
the Civil War Centennial lead 
on other Atlanta stations.

Brady was there. He made the 
pictures of the men; he made 
the pictures of the batles’ after- 
math; he made the pictures of 
the arms and equipment.

get away from the Brady 
photos. Since Brady could not 
take pictures of the naval battle 
between the Monitor and the 
Merrimac, the producers used 
models to restage the battle and 
films of the 1958 search for the 
hulk of the Monitor. 


Roy Meredith and William J. 
Kaland are writers and produc- 
ers of the program. Meredith 
is owner of one of the finest 
Brady collections in existence 
and Kaland is a Civil War his- 
terian. 

As is true in any other his- 
torical presentation, expert his- 
torians may find some flaws in 
the way the pictures and some 
of the narration are presented. 


For instance: the producers 
want to give the vivid idea of 
the deadly cannon fire that men 
on both sides had to face. They 
show a Brady picture of a can- 
non, and by the use of ‘‘touch- 
up’ art, the cannon seems to 
fire at the enemy. But here's 
the seeming error: the cannon 
fires again and again, almost 
as rapidly as a 40 millimeter 
anti-aircraft gun. 


Guns in the Civil War had to 
be loaded again—from the muz- 
zie end—after each shot, and 
the firing was a relatively slow 
process. Historians and think- 
ing adults will get the symbol- 
ism of the rapid-firing cannon, 
but not children or those who 
believe everything they see lit- 
erally. 


One other error in judgment 


was noted in previews of a 
couple of the sequences. The 
narrator used the words “the 
enemy”’ when referring to Seuth- 
ern forces. This might just not 
set very well with us died-in-the- 
butternut Rebels. But there is 
no other indication of preju- 
dice, so we'll all have te over- 
look this slight slip. 


One thing sure and certain: 
the 13-week presentation will be 
a definite improvement over the 
usual warmed-over, watered- 
down, tasteless pap usually 


dished up for summer viewing.
